Most of The Patients Rescued, Though 
It Is Thought Some May Have Per­ 
ished—Communication 
With 
the 
Spot Cut Off—Superintendent Hurt 
—How the Fire Started. 


»7«>Lson, Wis., July 27.—About mid­ 
night last night, fire was discovered in 
the county asylum for chronic insane 
a t Verona, about ten miles from the 
city, and loss of life is rumored. The 
fire started in the hall 
between 
two 
main 
buildings, 
and 
soon 
spread 
through the hall and into the w ater 
tower between both halls and main 
building. 
The fire 
was 
quickly 
be­ 
yond control. Help was telephoned for, 
and Madison sent an engine on a special 
train. 
When the fire broke out Su<» 
perintendent Edw ards 
took personal 
charge of the fire fighters and a t th® 
sam e time gave instructions to his 
assistants to see th at all the patients 
were safely taken out of the burning 
building. 
This was 
done 
with 
the 
greatest difficulty, owing to the confuse 
ion and the excitement. Many of those 
who were nwist able-bodied assisted in 
getting the others out. The first idea 
w as to save life and then the property. 
The lack of proper fire apparatus great­ 
ly impeded the work, the village of Ve­ 
rona not being supplied with the latest 
apparatus. 
Superintendent Edwards, as soon as 
possible, telephoned to Madison for as­ 
sistance, for he saw th at the flames 
were getting beyond control. He went 
to the roof himself, in order to better 
direct the band th at was endeavoring to 
check the progress of the flames, which 
soon threatened the entire building 
with destruction. The w ater from the 
hose pipe made the roof slippery, and 
the superintendent, unused to the novel 
work, lost his balance and fell to the 
ground. He was picked up unconscious 
and cared for, thougn It is feared his 
injuries may prove fatal. 
The other volunteer firemen made a 
brave fight against the flames, though 
it was impossible to do much to check 
their progress until the engines came 
from Madison. The building is practi­ 
cally a total loss. 
When the fire first broke out every 
effort was made to keep the fact from 
the insane patients. But such precau­ 
tions were dealt a deathblow inside of 
ten minutes, for first the smell of smoke 
flung the unfortunates into a terrible 
panic. They flung themselves against 
the barred windows and shrieked to be 
let out. 
They fought with each other 
to get to the windows, where they 
tugged at the iron gratings with the 
strength of despair. 
W hen the authorities saw th at the 
structure was doomed, they decided to 
let the lunatics out. 
The doors were 
flung wide open. 
Out dashed the de­ 
mented creatures in their night cloth­ 
ing. 
The moment they reached the 
floors the rush from behind was so 
great the patients in the first row were 
flung upon the floors. The others rushed 
over them pellmell. 
Gaining the out­ 
side, there was a wild scattering. The 
lunatics seemed to disappear Uke snow­ 
flakes in a spring rain. 
Owing to the hurried exit and the 
great confusion it is not known whether 
any lives were lost or not. It is feared, 
however, that at least a few of the un­ 
fortunates did not get out in time. The 
exact situation is not yet known. The 
only communication with the city was 
by telephone, and that was cut off by 
the flames.

Prices of Iron and Steel Products On 
The Rise—Good

New York, July 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: "This Is 
not the season for the tide of business 
to rise, but there is perceived scarcely 
any shrinkage except that which comes 
naturally with midsummer heat. 
The 
volume of new business is small com­ 
pared with recent months, but large 
enough to encourage more openings of 
long-closed works and more advances 
in returns to labor. Im portant strikes 
show that the advance is not enough 
for some, but the strikes seem not more 
threatening than a week ago. 
“Accounts of shrinkage in the yield 
of wheat come both from Pacific states 
and from the Dakotas. It would be a 
strange and unnatural July 
without 
such reports, and yet they have weight 
enough this year to lead even the most 
experienced to reduce somewhat their 
estimate of yield, while the price has 
advanced 
cents. Light W estern re­ 
ceipts for the week—not a third of last 
year’s, and for four weeks only 5,366,063 
bushels, against 11,983,619 bushels last

Men, Women aud Children Alike Fall

—Story Brought To Market Lake 
By a Hunting Party—Senator Ha* 
mer’ of Illinois, Brings in The News. 
Denver, Colo., July 27.—The News has 
the following from its correspondent at 
Market Lake, Idaho: “M. J. Gray, L. 
M. Tart, and Senator Hamer, of Illinois, 
and T. R. Hamer, of St. Anthony, all 
left St. Anthony W ednesday morning 
on a fishing trip to Jackson’s Hole, tak ­ 
ing no stock In the Indian war. Yester­ 
day they came back, and report every 
fnan, 
woman, and child in Jackson’s 
Hole murdered. 
"One of the News’ couriers just re­ 
turned, got far into Teton Basin, which 
is the present point in danger of m assa­ 
cre, now th at the Jackson’s Hole citi­ 
zens are all butchered. He reports that 
the smoke of a large fire can be seen 
several miles south of Grand Teton in 
the direction of Jackson’s Hole. There 
Is no doubt that the redskins have fired 
every home and cabin, and will soon be 
repeating their work this side of the 
Teton range, in Teton Basin, and per­ 
haps after that all down the Teton river 
valley, in Idaho. 
"Two hundred Utes were reported to 
have gone north to Join the Indians in 
Hoback Basin early this week. Small 
parties of Lemhis have been slipping in 
daily across the Conant Trail, some­ 
thing they have 
not ventured 
to do 
since 
the Yellowstone National 
park 
was enlarged in 1891. 
"People in St. Anthony, Roxburg, 
and other towns located in Idaho be­ 
tween the railroad and Jackson’s Hole 
have been all along placing no confi­ 
dence in the ‘Indian scare,’ as they 
called it.”

Not Heard of at Pocatello. 
Pocatello, Idaho. July 27.—Fifteen In­ 
dians and 150 saddle - horses passed 
through Beaver Canyon Thursday from 
the Lemhis agency, going in the direc­ 
tion of tho National Park, supposedly to 
join the Bannocks in their massacre of 
settlers. 
Excitement in Pocatello is 
growing hourly. The citizens are agi­ 
tating the question of arming them­ 
selves to-night and leaving to rescue 
the people in Jackson's Hole. There are 
several Pocatello people located there, 
including veteran Tom Bell, and It Is 
feared they are among the unfortunates.

which the Fort W orth authorities are 
willing to go to considerable expense 
in obtaining. His name is John C. Al­ 
len. alias John H. Calwell, and is serv­ 
ing a fifteen-year’s term in the A rkan­ 
sas penitentiary for horse-stealing. He 
declines to give any information, ex­ 
cept to say that one of the Williams 
girls Is dead, but that the other is alive, 
but which one is alive and which is dead 
he will not say. 


BIG STORM IN JAPAN.

Lynched and Then Found Innocent.

Ask for Beck’s Removal. 
Pender, Neb., July 27.—A large dele- 
' gation of leading Indians of the Omaha 
tribe met here and passed resolutions 
asking the congressional delegation to 
use its influence to have Agent Beck 
removed. 
They stated also that they 
didn’t w ant an agent, but they desired 
to be allowed to attend to their own 
business. 


General Stltzcr's 
Gov. Richards. 
Cheyenne, Wyo., July 27.—A djutant 
General Stltzer has forwarded his re­ 
port of the Indian trouble to the gov­ 
ernor. Mr. Stitzer says: 
"In an interview on Sunday with four 
prominent resid?nts of Jackson’s Hole 
the following statem ents were given to 
me as grounds for the action of the 
settlers: 
They claimed that the Ban­ 
nocks, Shoshones and Lemhis have for 
the last six years slaughtered game in 
large numbers, mainly for their hides. 
In 1894, after repeated appeals from the 
county authorities of Frem ont and Uin­ 
tah counties, the Interior Departm ent 
ordered that no more passes should be 
given to the Indians allowing them to 
Ie ave the reservations to hunt. 
It is 
estim ated that 5,000 elk were killed in 
that year. 
"This year the settlers in Jackson’s 
Hole determined to enforce the laws 
against 
the Indians and 
the whites 
alike. On June 24 a process was issued 
for the arrest of nine Bannock Indians 
for violating the law. When the con­ 
stable and posse 
attem pted to serve 
their papers they resisted and threat­ 
ened to kill them unless they went back 
to Jackson’s Hole. 
"Just about this time a squawman liv­ 
ing at the hole received a letter from 
the Bannock reservation stating th at 
the Bannocks intended to go on the 
w arpath and kill the whites in Jack­ 
son’s Hole country. 
This letter was 
shown to the settlers and created a 
great deal of excitement. 
“On July 2 eight Bannocks were ar­ 
rested for killing game, and six of them 
were fined $75 and cost and sentenced 
to jail until the fine was paid. They es­ 
caped from their guard and on July 
IO more of the same tribe were arrested. 
They attem pted to escape after trial 
and were fired on by the whites and 
several of them were killed. 
“On July 9 Capt. John Smith, a min­ 
er and prospector, was fired on from 
ambush and wounded in the 
right 
breast. He returned the fire, killing one 
of the Indians. 
The shooting of Cap­ 
tain Smith caused a great deal of ex­ 
citement and the settlers, believing that 
the letter received by the squawman 
was true, prepared to defend themselves 
against the expected attack. 
"Besides killing 
large 
numbers of 
game, all the Indians arrested had in 
their possession hides taken from the 
settlers’ cattle, which the Indians had

By special arrange­ 
ments made by the 
company with 
local banks, stores, and other con­ 
cerns at each point where paym ent is 
made, these chocks are cashed for 
their face value. No “ shaving” is per­ 
mitted under any circumstances, and 
the employe receives every cent 
his 
check calls for. 
In this m anner all 
are paid 
simultaneously and 
have 
their money by the tw enty-fourth. 
The old and more unsatisfactory 
system, 
which 
is 
still 
in 
vogue on many large roads, is the 
pay car plan. Until 1883, the St.Paul, j I 
with other large roads, ran one or \ a

These pay 
cars were veritable arsenals, in order 
to protect the stuff on board, and 
thera was constantly the danger of 
having the special pay train ditched 
and robbed, as has been done on a 
number of roads.

As long as they are 
not occupied with serious business of 
their own they w ill be at liberty to 
watch the movements of their giant ri­ 
val. But let war break out between Ger­ 
many and France, and the situation will 
be changed at once. 
How easy it will 
be then for Russia to claim the object 
of her ambition as a reward for support 
to Germany or even in return for a be­ 
nevolent neutrality! 
A precedent for 
such a course is to be found in her in­ 
forming the powers assembled in Lon­ 
don in 1871 that she considered herself 
no longer bound by the article in the 
treaty of Paris which required the neu­ 
tralization of the Black sea. What Rus­ 
sia wTould do with her prize when she 
had secured it is a speculation into which 
there is little need to enter. 
That con­ 
sideration does not trouble the minds of 
those who cast longing eyes upon the 
glories of the Golden Horn. 
Russia w ill not be deterred from seek­ 
ing possession of Constantinople by 
fears of criticism without or complica­ 
tions w ithin her borders. 
For the one 
she w ill still have her diplomacy and 
for the other her divine mission. If, as 
the mistress of Constantinople, she com­ 
manded the months of the Danube, she 
might soothe Germany and Austria with 
a promise of a strict neutrality in those 
waters. 
If “ Moscow would be jealous 
of the new Byzantium and Byzantium 
would hate Moscow” the same tactics 
that reconciled Moscow to St. Peters­ 
burg would reconcile both to the new 
metropolis at 
Constantinople.—Fort­ 
nightly Review.
